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DETAILED ACTION 

Receipt is acknowledged of the information disclosure statements filed 
08/11/2006, 10/06/2006 and 07/08/2009. 

Election/Restrictions 

Applicant's election with traverse of Group I in the reply filed on 03/25/2010 is 
acknowledged. The traversal is on the ground(s) that Group I is defined as a triblock 
copolymer-template based mesoporous oxide. This is not found persuasive because 
the independent claim as well as claims 1-4, 7-21 do not require this feature. 

The requirement is still deemed proper and is therefore made FINAL. 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in 
public use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in 
the United States. 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by WO 
00/25841 (Brandau et al). 

Brandau et al disclose a mesoporous ccoating of aluminum oxide with cavities 
(reservoirs) which contain a bioactive to be released. The instant claim is anticipated by 
Brandau et al. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S. C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claim 14 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, because the 
specification, while being enabling for stents, does not reasonably provide enablement 
for all drug delivery systems with this composition. The specification does not enable 
any person skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly 
connected, to make and use the invention commensurate in scope with these claims. 

Paragraph [0066] is specific to stents having this claimed dosage range. No other 
drug delivery systems are set out in this paragraph. Correction is requested. 

Claim 20 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply 
with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one 
skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had 
possession of the claimed invention. 

The range set out in claim 20 is not supported by the specification as set out in 
paragraph [0066]. Correction is requested. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

During the search for this invention, interconnected pores were not found. It is 
therefore suggested that claim 1 be amended to incorporate this limitation in order to 
place claims 1-21 in condition for allowance. 

Claims 2-13, 14-19, and 21 are objected to as dependent upon a rejected base 

claim.
